
 

 
PRISON RAPE ELIMINATION ACT OF 2003 

PREA 
 

 
The Prison Rape Elimination Act of 2003 establishes a “zero tolerance” approach to 

prison rape and makes identification, prosecution and elimination of prison rape a top 

priority of state correctional agencies across the nation. 

 

The Mississippi Department of Corrections strives to maintain a safe and secure 

environment for all offenders incarcerated within the agency. If an offender is being 

pressured by another offender and/or staff for money, property, or sexual favors, the 

offender should immediately contact the unit case manager, unit administrator, or any 

employee with whom they feel comfortable. It is imperative that one of these 

individuals be contacted immediately so that the offender can be removed from a 

potentially serious situation.  

 

If you are a victim of sexual assault it is imperative that you contact the unit case 

manager or unit administrator immediately. DO NOT BATHE, SHOWER, CHANGE 

YOUR CLOTHES OR BRUSH YOUR TEETH. It is important that evidence be 

collected to assist in your attacker’s prosecution. Physical evidence is important 

because law enforcement relies heavily on the information.  

 

The staff member you contact will immediately take you to a safe place. You will be 

referred to appropriate medical and mental health treatment. 

 

 

If you are the perpetrator of a sexual assault, the following are the risks involved. 

 

1. The possibility of infection by the HIV virus that causes AIDS. 

2. The possibility of contracting other sexually transmitted diseases. 

3. As an incarcerated felon, you could face a minimum of 5 to 99 years or life. 

4. You risk confinement in Administrative Segregation and/or a reduction in 

custody due to being a threat to other offenders. 
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
